MINE SUCKS IN COFFINS. 


‘Wilkesbarre People on Verge of Pane 


Because of Disappearance of 


Their Dead. | 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES } 
WILKESBARRE (Pa.) Jan. 24.— 


[Exclusive Dispatch. An efforts to 
prevent the thousand or more bodies 
buried in St. Vincent Cemetery from 
being sucked into the workings of the 
Gaylord coal mine here‘'vhave so far 
been futile. As a result, thousands of 
persons who have dear friends and 
relatives buried. in the cemetery are 
in a state bordering on panic. 

The old workings of the mine con- 
tinue to fall in, and already scores of 
coffins, with their ghastiy coptents, 
have tumbled into the chasm from the 
graves above. In a desperate effort 
to prevent further desecrations of the 
old burying ground and because of the 
clamor of the relatives of the dead, the 
mine officials are trying to Ml it with 
culm which-is being flashed into the

SIGHT. HEARTRENDING. 

The sight of the people who thronged 
the rigging and waved signals to the 
steamer was heartrending.. Nothing 
could be done; the Queen could not ap- 
proach closer than a half mile, and to 
lower boats in the heavy sea would 
have been madness. 

The tug Czar ran toward the wreck, 
then in a haze, and, returning, reported 
not having seen anyone on board. The 
Queen reported the existence of the 
survivors in the rigging, but the mes- 
sage probably was hot understood for 
soon afterward the tug left and with 
the steamer Salvor, proceeded around 
Cape Beale and toward Bamfield. - 

The sea rolled high. There was a 
strong wind—about twenty miles an 
hour—dlowing from the east, seas at 
times washing over the tug Czar, 
which rolled heavily. 

The Queen’ stood off until half an 
hour after the others had left, when 
the steamer City of Topeka arrived 
from Seatle, with Capt. Patterson, 
port captain, and General Agent Pharo 
of the Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany on board, who ordered Capt.

UNIONS BROADEN PLANS FOR 

RAKING IN SHEKELS. 

Battered-up Wilson, Vice-President 

of Machinists’ Organization, Whom 

Outraged Husband is Said to Have 

Smashed, Telis of Results—“Exam- 

iner” a Reported Contributor.

Proof of the manner in which va- 
rious union-labor organizations are 
bled under the guise of furnishing aid 
to the victims of hopeless strikes is 
furnished by a letter signed by 
Thomas L. Wilson, the battered-up 
vice-president of the International As- 
sociation of Machinists, whose chas- 
tisement, supposedly by an outraged 
husband, was told of in The Times 
yesterday. 

For twenty months and more the 
union machinists of the Santa Fé sys- 
tem have been out on a strike in which 
they were defeated at the outset; yet 
Wilson-of-the-battereg-exe reports in 
a letter to the official organ of his 
association that the carpenters, the 
plumbers and others are going down 
in their pockets each month to keep 
him and his kind in funds. 

Wilson’s collection agency, at which 
these poor dupes step up and settle, 
in a Spring-street in this 
city. 

“Nearly all the trades in Los An- 
geles will send a little money to 
the Santa Fe strikers in the hope that 


it will aid, them,“ writes Wilson. 


He falls to state just how much of 
this aid went to Thomas Hood, the 
striking machinist whose trusty right 
fist, impelled by suspicions of Wilson's 
relations with Mrs. Hood, was the re- 
ported agency by which the labor 
leader’s face was mussed up like unto 
a piece of raw beefsteak. | 
This trusted agent of the union, who 
callects blood money from the blind 
at his booze headquarters, naively an- 
nounces in his letter that “at some 
time in the near future it is expected 
to duplicate the San Francisco situa- 
tion in Los Angeles.” 

He makes a veiled ‘plea for a con- 
tinuance of financial support by saying 
that a hungry soldiér makes a poor 
fight. He fails to mention the condi- 
tion of his appetite at the time Hood 
is reported to have beaten him up. 

But the machinists are not the only 
ones who are bleeding the members of 
different organizations who chance hes 
hold jobs. 

The striking printers and pressmen 
of Los Angeles, who lost their strike 
here the first of the year, and could not 
collect enough from the remnants of 
unionism in this in@ustrially free city, 
are reported to be drawing on a num- 
ber of different outside cities for aid. 

Their first begging expedition was to 
San Francisco, where, last Sunday 
night, the Pressmen's Union voted 
$2500 for the local striking pressmen. 
Quite appropriately this action was 
taken at Charity Hall, on O’Parrell 
street. 

Each San Francisco pressman is to 
contribute further to this relief fund 
through an assessment of 25 cents 
a month. 

Other cities are to be approached on 
the same begging mission, while the 
seeking at alms also goes on merrily 
at home. 

Every possible source is worked to 
obtain funds for the dupes who for- 
feited good positions and good salaries 
in their effort to coerce their employ- 
ers into granting a closed shop, with 
nine hours’ pay for eight hours’ work. 

One of the principal local contribu- 
tors to the cause is said to be the 
Examiner. Just how much the strik- 
ers have been able to draw out of the 
Hearst strongbox is not known.

From many sources come confirma- 
tions of the dispatches sent out from 
El Paso and published in The Times 
in common with papers throughout the 
United States, that the Mexican gov- 
ernment has forbidden the filing of 
mining claims by Americans or other 
foreigners in Sonora. in the face of 


this the haste with which Mexican 
Consul Prieto, at San Diego, rushed 
into print to deny the report is cer- 
tainly hard to understand. It cannot 
be pleaded in his behalf that he mere-

GET FEES FROM PATRONS WHO 
SIGN AWAY RIGHTS. 

— 
“Commercial Employment“ Con- 
dorn Under Plan of the “National,” 
Which Went Out of Business After 
Exposure of Its Operations—Con- 
tract Protects Promoters. 


A second edition of the National Em- 
ployment Brokers’ Association, which 
quit business after exposure in The 
Times, is apparently doing business in 
Los Angeles. From the roars that have 
gone up from some of the alleged 
dupes, it appears to be flourishing. This 
concern, which is claimed to be a trap 
set to separate the unwary from their 
money, is called the Commercial Em- 
ployment Brokers, and is located on the 
fourth floor of the Thorpe building, 
Broadway and Franklin street: 

It is alleged that the brokers have 
adcpted an original method of securing 
a list of situations; that they charge 
sums ranging from $2 to $10 for fur- 
nishing lists obtained from the want 
s in the daily papers. 

For some time past the Commercial 
Employment Brokers have been run- 
ning “liners” in the papers giving a 
tempting list of situations vacant. 
When an applicant appeared he was 
shown into a private office and was 
asked the kind of employmem wanted, 
also for maybe $10 to pay the brokers. 
If he did not happen to have ten in his 
pocket, somethi less would do. 

It is claimed that this was the last 
that was seen of the ‘money and that 
no job was forthcoming. 

On paying his fee the applicant was 
requested to sign a paper of which he 
was given a duplicate nicely sealed in 
an envelope, and then given the ad- 
dress of some man wanting help. When 
the 2 visited the address given 
it is alleged that no job was ever on 
hand and usually was told there had 
been no vacancy. 

By this time it usually occurred to 
the dupe that it would be a plan 
to examine his contract, which he did, 
only to discover that the brokers ex- 
pressly stipulated that they would fur- 
nish their services in assisting him to 
get work, but that they were in no way 
bound to succeed and that his money 
simply secured their good will. 

The contract is an exact duplicate of 
the one igsued by the National Employ- 
ment Brokers’ Association. the con- 
cern managed by the erstwhile real es- 
tate and theatrical agents, Nash &

Unconfirmed Report Comes That the 

Associated Casts Longing Eyes at 

the Ebano Wells. 

A report comes from sources that 
lend it weight that the Associated Oil 
Company is cast longthg ey at 
the properties of the Mexican Petro- 
eum Company at Ebano, Mex.
